Th» .* inhabitants of tin* tropics do 
not a I wavs depend wholly upon their 
two stick* ; am ong main tribes they are 
nothing but a last resort. 
They have 
other methods of producing fire. 
A na­ 
tive carries in liis betel box perhaps a 
fragment of hard pottery and a morsel 
of dry fungus. 
Fix ing a bit of tin* latter 
in the hollow of tin* former, and holding 
it down with tin* thum b—in su* li a way 
that it follows the edg e—he smartly 
strikes h» > box . which is batnlx H). of 
course, just as it In* were handling Hint 
and steel. 
The fung us tinder is glow ing 
in an instant. 
The friction methods in us** in differ­ 
ent parts of the World are various. 
One 
of the simplest is with tin* stick and 
g roove—a blunt pointed stick being run 
along a groove of its own making in a 
piece of wood ly ing on the ground. 
In 
Tahiti Mr. Darwin saw a native produce 
fire in a few seconds, but only succeeded 
him self after much lalior. 
This device 
is employ ed in New Zealand, the Sand­ 
wich Islands. Tonga, Samoa and tin* 
Radack Islands. 
Instead of rubbing the 
movable sti*-k backward and forward, 
other trilies make it rotate rapidly in a 
round hole in the stationary piece of 
wood, in the manner referred to, thus 
making, as happily desig na ted, a fir» * 
drill. 
This device has been ob.» **rved iu 
Australia. Kamschatka, Sumatra and 
tin* Carolines, among tin* Yeddahs of 
Cey lon, throughout a great part of South 
Africa, among the Esquimaux and In­ 
dian tvils*s of North America, in the 
W est Indies, in Central America and as 
far south as the Straits of Magellan. 
It 
was also em ploy ed by the a ncient M ex i­ 
cans, and Mr. Ta y lor g ives a quaint pict­ 
ure of the operation from Mex ican MS., 
in which a man, ha lf kneeling 011 the 
ground, is ca using the stick t*> rotate be- 
tween the palms <>f bis own bands. This 
sim ple method of rotiuion seems to b* 
generally in use, but various devices 
have been resorted to for tiie purpose of 
dim inishing the lalx *r and ha stening the 
result.

A further a dva nce was made by some 
North American Indians, who appear to 
have applied the principle of the bow 
drill, and the still more ingenious pump 
drill was used by the Iroqu is Indians. 
For a full description of these instru­ 
ments we must refer the reader to Mr. 
Tay lor’s valuable chapter in his “ Re­ 
se a r c h e s." 
These methods of producing 
fire are but rarely used in E u r o p e , and 
0111 v in connection wi t h su p e r s titio u s ob­ 
servances. 
W e read in W uttke that some time 
ago the authorities of a Mecklenbcrg vil­ 
lag e ordered a v* ild lire to U* lighted 
against the murrain among the cattle. 
For tw o hours they strove va inly to ob­ 
tain a spark, but the fault was not as- 
crilied to th** quality of the wood or to 
the dampness of the atmosphere, but to 
the stubbornness of an old lady who, ob­ 
jecting to tin* sujierstitiou, would not 
put out her night light. 
Such a tire to 
be efficient must burn alone. 
At last the 
strong minded woman was compelled to 
g ive in; fire was obtained, but of bad 
quality , f*>r it did not stop the murrain. 
A belief in the peculiar virtues of fire 
obtained by the friction of wood has at 
one time or another prevailed among na­ 
tions of Indo-European race, and not 
many y ears ago the obtaining of need 
(fir**) w as practiced in the Highlands of 
Scotland. 
One of its principal virtues car bona t 
luu» a lwa y s been considered t*> be its ef- tity of s:

Another elegant specimen <zf t his family 
is tin* variegated or crested plantain eater, 
so named on a<'« ‘uunt <»i it.» very peculiar 
crest or "topknot." which is placed di­ 
rectly on tin* nap** of tin* neck, and n« >t, 
a- in the majority of crest**« ! birds. <>n 
tin* top or er« )wn of tin In ad. 
The g en­ 
eral color of the upper part» of this bird 
is very light gray , with ¡1 narrow, black­ 
ish strip** down each feather. 
The front 
and top of t In* head and tin* whole of t he 
chin and throat as far as the breast is 
chestnut hr« *« n. 
The under plumage bey ond the breast 
is white, each feather ha ving a dark 
» trip« * down the middle, while the pri­ 
mary ami s» *eomlary quills ot th** wing s 
are blackish, with a pure white spot, 
varving in size in the middle of each. 
Tin* feathers in the middle of th** tail are 
gffav. with black tips, those on the end 
being entirely gray . 
Its bill is pure y el­ 
low throughout, ilu* crimson seen in the 
violet plantain eater In ing absent, and 
its l**gs are gray . 
It» length is th** same 
as th** first mentioned Variety , but its 
middle to**s and cla ws are somewhat 
smaller.

The 
l^ondon Daily News remarks that “ there 
are extravagant a- well as reasonable 
methods ol maintaining ail th<* sph*n lor 
and dignit y that may l*e de*-iranle. and 
t» -w 
jK-ople who give thorns lv<*s the 
trou ble of inqu iring into the su bjci’t will 
be fou nd to deny that an enormou s 
amou nt of money ha- been m*edle.s.sly 
wu bted in connection with royal yachts. 
Great Britain is far from being the 
onlv cou ntry in which su ch wastefu l ex­ 
penditu re has occu rred and is occu rring. 
Ru ssia is a great transgressor in this re- 
H|» *ct. 
The late czar already poKHessed 
half a dozen capital yachts when he gave 
orders for the bu ilding of the notoriou s 
Livadia. 
She was to lw* the largest and 
most magnificent as well as the most 
original yacht in the world. 
Unlike all 
other vessels of the kind, she was to l>e 
constru cted with a I » earn equ al to two- 
thirds of her length, so that she might 
not roll, and the imperial family might 
be spared the horrors of seasickness. 
She was to l*e su pplied with three screws 
bo that sin- might be handy as well as 
fast. 
And u pon her spaciou s deck was 
to be bu ilt a veritable palace. 
The plans 
were carried ou t, and the Livadia was 
lau nched at Govan in P&O. 


EXTRAVAGANT CZARS, 
Probably 
no one knows what she 
cost, bu t it is certain that from first to 
last considerably more than £ 500,000 was 
expended on her. Yet her Imperial own­ 
er wou ld have nothing to say to her. As 
a yacht she was a colossal failu re, and 
todav she is only u sefu l as a kind of float­ 
ing Ixirracks in the Black sea. The pres­ 
ent czar is, nevertheless, expending a 
fu rther £ 500,000 over a new vessel, 
which is to be called the Polarnaia 
Zvezda. and which, shou ld she Ik? a su c­ 
cess, will have all the magnificence, near­ 
ly all the size and more than the speed 
and handiness of the discredited Noah’s 
ark in which his majesty once hoped to 
take his pleasu re. 
The czar's extravagance does not in­ 
ju re* u s. 
Neither does the yachting ex- 
travagane** of the you ng German emper­ 
or, win*, althou gh he j » oases sea in the 
llohenzollcru one of the prettiest and 
Uiost comfortable craft of the kind afloat, 
has ju st applied to ids faithfu l su bj**cts 
for a grant of money equ al to £ 225,(1X1 
in order that he may bu ild himself anew 
yacht. 
These examples are interesting 
to the British taxpayer only becau se 
they illu strate what appears to I#* a very 
general tendency on the ¡» art of the Eu ­ 
ropean r o yalties. 
It is not u ntil the tax­ 
payer comes to consider the royal yacht 
qu estion as it afTccts him personally that 
he exp< rieiices any very discomforting 
shock. 
Her majesty at present enjoys the u se 
of fou r yachts and tenders. 
The yacht* 
are tie* Victoria and Albert and the Os­ 
borne and the tenders, which for all prac­ 
tical pu r|K>ses arc yachts Also, and tli< 
Alberta and the Elfin. 
The oldest of the 
fou r is the little yacht Elfin, which was 
bu ilt at Chatham in 1849, and which is of 
only niu ty-thrce tons displacement. Nhe 
originally cost £ fi,lfis , or alxnit i’fifi » s. a 
ton. 
The Enchantress, the present ad­ 
miralty yacht, is a l» eau lifu lly fitted 
craft of 1,000 tons displacement, yet her 
original cost was rather less than £ 47 a 
ton. 
It is clear, therefore, that, u l the 
ou tset, the Elfin was an expensive bar­ 
gain. 
She has now been in existence 
forty years, and, du ring that period, u itli- 
ou t reckoning the wages of the crew and 
the price of her consu mable stores, she 
has cost an additional su m of over £ 40,* 
000, or, on the average, more than £ 1,000 
a year, her total cost u p to date Infing 
abou t £ 17,000. 
It is as if an ordinary 
citizen had bou ght a hou se for £ 0,000 
forty years ago and had since spent £ 41,- 
000, not m adding to it, hu t simply keep­ 
ing it in repair. 
I'he little Elfin at this 
moment has cost the cou ntry over £ **00 
for every ton of her displac* ment. 
COMPARING ENGLISH \ ESSEI.S. 
Next of th*> ft fu r in ¡K» int of age i- the 
Victoria and Albert, the largest of the 
royal yachts. 
She is of 2,470 tons dis­ 
placement and was bu ilt at Pembroke in

Her original cost, inclu sive of in-

She, ti» o, was expen­ 
sive at the ou tset. 
In tin* thirty-tou r 
, \ ears w hich have since elapsed 
setting 
aside as before the w ages of hci crew 
and the price of her consu mable stores 
1 she has cost, inclu ding incidentals, an 
i additional su m of more than £ 087,000, 
: or on the average nearly £ 12,000 a year 
- her total cost u p to date being, rou gh­ 
ly speaking, £ 505,000, 
As s he lies in 
Portsmou th harbor today 
s he ha s cost 
the cou ntry abou t £ 225 for every ton ol 
her displacement. 
Third in seniority is 
the Alberta, w hich was bu ilt in ls03 at 
Pembroke, and which is of 370 tons dis­ 
placement. 
We regret that we have not 
su cceeded m 
finding <*ut the exact 
cost of this vessel. 
SVe are informed 
that it is abou t £ 70,000. 
We believe n to be more; bu t. accept­ 
ing the estimate, we pa-s ou to the 
fou rth and newest of the royal yachts, 
the Osborne. 
She was bu ilt at Pem­ 
broke in 1870 u id is of 1,850 tons dis­ 
placement. 1 u clu ding incidental charges, 
her original eo t w as close u pon £ 134,- 
000. or abou t £ 72 8s. a tom 
In the nine­ 
teen years that have since expired she 
has cost, inclu ding incidentals, bu t ex­ 
clu ding wages and price «*t perishable 
stores, over £ 15^.000, or nearly £ 8,000 a 
vcar. 
T h e r e h is, therefore, been su nk 
tu her a su m of abou t £ 150 tor e v e r y ton 
of her displacement, or some £ 285,000 in 
all, and the expenditu re that has been 
incu rred on the fabric and fu rnitu re of 
the fou r royal yachts is not less than 
£ 960,d00. 
We have good grou nds for 
su pposing that it is very considerably 
over £ 1 000,000 
The average expendi 
tu re ¡an ton of displac« ment has been 


more than £ 300 m a total tonnage of 
4,683, and the average age of the fou r 
vessels is abou t 29 years. 
That a great part of this large su m of 
£ 960,000 has l» een wasted becomes tolera­ 
bly apparent when we examine into the 
relative cost of other shif>s. 
The Incon­ 
stant is a large iron and wood steam 
frigate lau nched in 
1868, and is there­ 
fore 21 years old. 
Her displacement 
exceeds that of all tie* royal yachts 
pu t together by more than a thou sand 
tons. 
A man-of-war is not. <>f cou rse, 
decorated and fu rnished as a royal yacht 
is. 
On the other hand, she has mu ch 
» nor*- w ear and tear ami contains expens­ 
ive gu ns and machinery su ch as find no 
place in a yacht. 
The original cost of 
the Inconstant, inclu ding incidentals, 
was ju st over £ 283,000, or u nder £ 50 a 
ton. 
There has since l**en expended on 
h*'r a little over £ 172,000, or nay £ 4• » 6,000 
in all. 
This represents 
1<*ks than £ 7 0 a 
ton, or very little more than one-third 
of the cost 
jut ton of the fou r royal 
yachts. 
The oldest of ou r ironclads, the Bln k 
Prince,to take another caw?, was lau nched 
in 1861, and is therefore of approximately 
the same age as the average royal yacht. 
She is of 9,210 tons displacement- alsmt 
twice that of all the royal yachts—and 
she has cost u p to date £ 710,000 in rou nd 
nu mbers, or very little more than £ 80 a 
ton. 
Yet in her twenty-eight years’ ex­ 
istence she has seen a great amou nt of 
service, and when we contrast her cost 
l» er ton with that of the Elfin — £ 80 with 
£ 500—with that of the Victoria and Al- 
l« ort—£ 80 to £ 125—o r with that of the 
(Isborne—£ 80 with £ 153—it l» ecome8 very 
evident either that she is very cheap or 
that the yachts are terribly expensive. 
The latter is, no dou bt, the fact and the 
main reason of it is not far to seek.

Bow Th ey Work with 8mw. 
Great interest has been manifested 
since Saturday afternoon in the running 
of the electric cars, as this was the first 
snow storm of any magnitude since they 
had been in operation. 
To their credit 
be it said that they worked admirably, 
and that had it not been for the horse 
cars on the same tracks passengers by 
the electrics wou ld have had 
little to 
complain of. 
The newly equ ipped elec­ 
tric snow ¡» lows were pu t on early in the 
afternoon, and with one exception did 
their work admirably, while to su pple­ 
ment them in several cases an ordinary 
plow was pu shed ahead of a motor car. 
The tracks of the electric lin« *s were as 
cleanly swept as if by hand, and the 
smooth rails all day Su nday were in 
m ar k e d contrast to the ice coated iron on 
other lines. 
Good work in this direc­ 
tion with the bu lk of the snow* once off, 
was done by the small bru shes carried 
by each electric car. 
The «‘lectric plows are novelties in their 
wav, and most interesting to watch at 
work. 
Each sweeper consists of a plat­ 
form car mou nted on a fou r wheeled 
tru ck, twoThomson-Hou ston motors con- 
necting w ith the axles fu rnishing motive 
power. 
Underneath each end of the car 
is a large cylindrical bru sh reaching 
across the track at an angle of abou t 
45 « legs. Ujkjii the car is an electric 
motor of fifteen horse power, which 
ru ns these bru shes at a rapid rate of 
speed. 
An u pright standard in the cen­ 
ter of the car su pports the trolley, which 
is similar to those on the box cars, and 
arou nd it is a grou p of incandescent 
lights. 
The motors which ru n the car } 
are of thirty horse power. 
The car ru ns 
either way. and the bru shes are so geared 
that the one on either eml can l» e oper­ 
ated while the other is lifted from the 
track. They sweep th<* track very clean, 
and throw clou ds of fine snow ahead of 
them as they do it.—Boston Jou rnal.

A caveat for improvement ill ocean 
wave motors has been fih*« l with the 
coiu misdoncr of patents by S. A, Let- 
tingwell, of Coronado Beach, throu gh 
his attorney, Clara Fu ltz. 
The object of 
the invention is to convert the forces of 
the waves of the ocean into a motive 
power for driving machinery on shore 
for electric lighting, etc. 
This is accomplished by means «»f a 
float placed in the open s*‘a. In the float 
are tu bes extending t«» a depth of thirty 
or forty f«*«*t Inflow sea level, open at the 
bottom an.l closed at the top in su ch a 
manner as t«» retain a pressu re of air. 
At th« * top of each tu be is a valve open­ 
ing to admit air into t he tu be and c losing 
against an ou tward cu rrent. 
There is also a valve opening into a 
pressu re reservoir throu gh which air 
inay pass ou t, corresponding to the vale 
gear of an ordinary pu mp. 
By this ar- 
rangement air is pu mped into the res« *r- 
voir with a pressu re su itable for driving 
an engine located ««n the float and con­ 
nected with a dynamo converting the 
power into electricity. 
The electricity 
is transmitted by electric cable and u sed 
as a driving power, or otherwise, as may 
l» e desired. 
Experiments were recently 
made on the bay, with the most satis­ 
factory resu lts. 
The machine, however, is intended 
f« » r u se in deep sea a mile from shore. 
Any amou nt of power cu n be had, ac­ 
cording to th« « size of the plant u sed. 
The principle «»f the mu ter is practical 
and economical, ami its inventor lives 
on Coronado beach.—San Diego Su n. 


A bout Maul« *>'»» Hair. 
The eorretq» u ndent who went u p cou n­ 
try to meet Stanley describes his hair as 
being qu ite white. 
This lie ascribes to 
the privations of the expedition. 
Bu t
